T h e crime was one of the most 
fiendish 
in the criminal annals of 
Sedalia. 
It % as barely 6 o'clock in 
the evening and Miss Ashwill was 
returning home from her day's work 


in the dressmaking parlors conduct­ 
ed by 
her sister and herself in the 
G assidy 
building, 
over 
Servant's 
pharm acy. 


Almost before she 
was aware of 
the presence of the brute his 
right 
hand was placed 
over her mouth, 
and in his left hand he held a knife, 
with which he threatened to take 
her life if she made the least out­ 
cry. 


She was then dragged to T h o m p ­ 
son street and thence to the alley, 
through which she was forced to an 
opening 
in a 
fence that led to a 
woodshed. 
H er assailant must have known 
the surroundings well, for he fairly 
carried his victim through the d o o r­ 
way of the shed, after which he re­ 
m o v e d some pieces of carpet hang­ 
in g up in the shed and spread them 
upon the floor. 
H ad the terrified woman heard 
e v e n a footstep 
she 
would 
have 
m ad e an outcry, 
she informed an 
officer who interrogated her, but all 
was as still as a graveyard at m id­ 
night, and fearing for her life the 
unknown accomplished his purpose, 
despite the resistance of his helpless 
victim, after which he hurriedly d e ­ 
cam ped, leaving 
Miss 
Ashwill to 
return home as best she could. 
T he 
news 
of

crime— the 
second 
of 
the 
kind 
in 
the 
past few weeks— aroused the most 
intense indignation throughout the 
entire city, and on every hand ex­ 
pressions were heard that nothing 
should be left undone to apprehend 
the criminal.

D emocrat set about to raise a fund 
with which to employ a skilled d e­ 
tective to take the case in hand and 
ascertain the identity of the assail­ 
ant if possible. 
Several Sedalians signified a wil­

MARRIED IN PETTIS. 


One of the Men Pardoned By the 
Governor Christmas. 


HAD KILLEÍ) THE MARSHAL 


Was Sentenced to Be Hanged, But 
Finally Let Off With a Ninety- 
Nine Years’ Sentence. 


G ov. 
Stone Christmas day par- 
doned T a y lo r U ndeiw ood, who has 
been in the penitentiary since June 
21, 
1882, 
He 
killed 
a man 
in 
D ade county, and on a change of 
venue was tried in Barton county, 
convicted of murder in the second 
degree, 
and sentenced to ninety- 
nine years. 
In all, he has been in 
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TAYLOR UNDERWOOD. 


the prison fourteen years and seven 
months, 
and if his ten months m 
jail, prior to being sent there, is 
added, his prison service is fifteen 
years and 
five 
months. 
He has 
been in the prison hospital several 
times, 
and his health is 
greatly 
broken. 
Some of the friends of the 
man he killed objected to his re- 
lea.‘5e, 
unless he was forbidden to 
return to Dade county, consequent­ 
ly 
the 
governor 
conditioned 
his 
pardon that he leave the state and 
never return. 
Underwood’s crime was no ordi­ 
nary 
murder. 
An 
officer in the 
simple and faithful discharge of his 
duty was shot down in cold blood, 
and rushed unprepared into eternity. 
J. D. M cElrath, the worthy marshal 
of the city 
of 
Greenfield, Dade 
county, was his victim. 
The marshal 
had 
m erely 
told 


Underwood that it was his duty to 
arrest him. 
He 
hail us yet not 
made the attempt, 
when U nder­ 
wood watched his opportunity and 
after firing with fatal effect, turned 
and ficd, and although closely pur­ 
sued, at last effected his escape. 
The above likeness is one of the 
best ever taken of the crime-stained 
man. 
Poor M cElrath was to have been 
married to a very beautiful and es­ 
timable young lady on the Sunday 
following his murder. 
He is repre­ 
sented to have appeared very cheer­ 
ful and kindly disposed toward all, 
in this near consummation of his 
happiness. 
In this mood he met 
the desperado, an old acquaintance, 
it seems, on the 20th of June, 1881, 
on the street. 
After a few pleasant 
words, 
M cElrath 
explained 
tc 
Underwood that he was suspected 
of connection 
with 
some 
recent 
horse thefts and it was his duty to 
arrest him. 
Then, without making 
the endeavor, the marshal walked 
away. 
Very soon, 
however, they 
met again, Underwood standing in 
the door of W hite’s saloon. 
He in­ 
sisted that the marshal should come 
in and take a drink with him. T hey 
had their drink and were standing 
at 
the 
counter, 
when 
McElrath 
again remarked that he must arrest 
him. 


At this juncture a third man, sus­ 
pected by Underwood to be the 
marshal’s assistant, 
came into the 
saloon, 
when suddenly Underwood 
drew his revolver and fired, hitting 
the marshal. 
Then the alert rascal 
backed through the rear door and 
fled, with a crowd following. 
He 
intimidated them with a tew shots, 
and quickly coming upon a hitched 
team, cut one of the horses loose, 
and, mounting, made his escape to 
the woods. 
Thence 
Underwood sought the 
Indian territory, striking the line at 
Seneca. 
From 
there he went to 
Vinita, where he met friends of his 
own stripe and was furnished with 
money. 
After a few d i y s ’ rest he 
went to 
Chetopa, Kas., 
where a 
brother lived, but later returned to 
Carthage and was arrested in a b a r­ 
ber shop by 
Detective Pike aud 
others. 
The 
prisoner 
was 
returned 
to 
Greenfield, where he waived an ex­ 
amination and 
was 
taken to the 
Springfield jail to save him from a 
mob at 
Greenfield, but when the 
October term of court came he was 
returned 
to the latter 
place. 
A 
change of venue was easily secured 
and the case sent to Barton county. 
When this was learned, a mob as- 


seuibled at ti e outskirts of G reen ­ 
field and were preparing to break 
into the jail and take 
him out and 
hang him. 
It is doubtful if there would have 
been any very serious regrets felt 
an) wi ere had they succeeded. 
But 
the 
mob 
was 
prevented 
by 
the 
plucky 
action 
and 
sagacity 
of 
Sheriff 
Whitesides. 
He 
made 
preparations to defend his prisoner. 
The assurance, 
however, 
that he 
would arm the desperado and bid 
him fight for his life, had the most 
cooling effect. 
And early the next 
morning the sheriff spirited U n der­ 
wood away and safely landed him 
in the jail at Lamar. 
At the succeeding regular term of 
court the trial was 
postponed on 
account of the murderer’s sickness; 
but at the December term, i88r, he 
was tried and convicted and sen­ 
tenced 
by 
Judge 
Burton 
to 
be 
hanged on the 27th day of the fol­ 
lowing January. 
An appeal having 
been taken, the supreme court re­ 
versed 
and 
remanded 
the 
case. 
Later the case wrs called a second 
time, when a plea 
guilty of m ur­ 
der 
in 
the 
second 
degree 
was 
entered, as already stated, and a 
sentence 
equivalent 
to imprison­ 
ment for life was passed upon him. 
Underwood was 
twice married. 
His first wife died in 
1871. 
His 
second wife was Miss Emma W al­ 
lace, who resided in Pettis county, 
and 
the 
marriag-e 
ceremony was 
performed in this county by Elder 
Pool on the 23d of November, 1873, 
He servcc two years in the Union 
army and was twice wounded; drove 
circus wagons several seasons; was 
long engaged in freighting for the 
government; 
worked 
as a 
Texas 
cowboy in Colorado; kept a board­ 
ing house in Kansas, etc. 
The other holiday pardon went 
to a negro named John Jackson, 
who was sentenced at the October 
term, 1887, 
of the Saline county 
circuit court to twenty years, for 
murder in the second degree. 
The usual holiday was 
observed 
at the prison. 
All of the convicts 
were given the 
liberty of the yard, 
even J. B. Johnson, the **fire-bug,” 
who 
started 
the 
conflagration in 
1883 that nearly destroyed every­ 
thing within the 
walls. 
The co n ­ 
victs amused themselves in all man­ 
ner 
of 
athletic 
games, 
boxing, 
wrestling, 
playing 
ball, 
etc., and 
they also patrozized the games of 
chance 
in the big halls, ‘ ‘craps” 
being a strong favorite. 
At 2 p. 
m. they were given an 
usually 
fine dinner, Wrrden Pace 
having 
spared no expense in the 


menu. 
It consisted of turkey, with 
cranberiy sauce, bread and butter, 
coffee, vegetables and gingerbread. 
Some idea of the extent of the din­ 
ner may be gained when it is known 
that 
it 
required 
3,245 pounds of 
turkey, fi/e barrels of cranberries, 
four barrels of flour, 210 pounds of 
lard, forty-five dozens 
of eggs and 
other 
ingredients 
to 
prepare 
it. 
Twenty-five 
hundred 
squares 
of 
gingerbread 
were 
necessary to go 
around. 
The breakfast and dinner 
cost the state $534.31. 
In the female department the in­ 
mates had music and dancing, and 
seemed to enjoy the holiday even 
more than the men.

Items of Interest Picked Up fi om Va­ 
rious Sources for the Beneiit of 
“Democrat” Readers. 


It is now evident that the y ear 
18 9 6 will pass into history as one o 
ex traordinarily small railway earn­ 
ings, the increased 
mileage being 
taken into consideration, say s the 
Railway Age. 
The y ear started out with some 
encouragement and for ihe first six 
months, while many roads had to 
report 
decreases, 
the 
aggregate 
earnings were considerably larger 
than for the same period for 18 9 5, 
though 
still 
behind the totals of 
previous y ears. 
But with the com­ 
ing of midsummer and the cam ­ 
paign ex citement business generally 
decreased, 
and although a little 
later a large grain crop began to 
move. It was less than in the pre­ 
vious y ear, and rate wars cut down 
the earnings from that source, so 
that altogether the fall months have 
continued to show a 
falling off, 
even compared with the unsatisfac­ 
tory results of last y ear. 
August, 
September and October showed in­ 
creasing losses in the totals, and 
November has beaten the record by 
a decrease of about 10 per cent on 
the 9 4,000 miles from which reports 
have been received. 
December started in with a sim­ 
ilar showing, for ex ample, twenty - 
six roads reporting a loss for the 
first week of about 9 per cent, com­ 
pared with the same time last y ear, 
and 
lake 
navigation 
has 
con- 
tinued 
open 
so 
late 
that 
the 
roads affected by that competition 
are not likely to ex perience much 
improvement in the footings for the 
entire month. 
Still the increase 
gained in the first half of the y ear has 
not been entirely wiped out by the 
later losses, and the y ear as a whole 
will show a somewhat better total, 
gross and net, than 18 9 5, and 18 9 7 
will open with every promise of 
great improvement over many pre­ 
vious y ears. 
Taking the reporting roads indi­ 
vidually It appears that for the 
month 
of 
November, 
thirty -four 
showed increases, the highest be­ 
ing, compared with the same month 
last y ear, ii39 >^9 4 hy the Missouri, 
Kansas and Tex as, while ninety - 
three ex perienced comparative loss, 
reaching in the case of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee and St. Paul as high 
as ^6 7 8 ,17 9 . 
The total reported 
earnings of these 
roads for the 
month were 
$41,09 9 ,000, against 
i45» 6 52,ooo in 18 9 5, a net decrease 
of i 4.553 *ooo>ini spite of an increase 
of 7 22 miles of lines. 
But for the 
eleven months ended November 30 
the statement, representing consid­ 
erably less than half the mileage of 
the United 
States, 
Canada and 
Mex ico, is more encouraging. 
Of the 121 roads named six ty - 
nine show gains and fifty -two losses, 
and the earnings for this y ear ag­ 
gregate i43o>9 6 9 >ooo, against $422,- 
6 10,000, leaving a net increase of 
^8 ,356 ,000, which, however, 
will 
doubtless be diminished somewhat 
by the 
decreases of 
December. 
Meantime the railway s have con- 


well in hand, and the net earnings 
will make a better 
comparative 
showing than the gross, while at the 
same time the commencement of 
the y ear will find all the companies 
needing 
supplies 
and 
labor on 
which they can not longer econo­ 
mize. 


“No Cars 011 This Railroad.” 


In the forest of the Bridal Veil 
Lumbering 
company , 
at 
Bridal 
Veil, Ore., not far from The Dalles, 
there is a railroad which does busi­ 
ness without cars. 
An article in 
the Northwestern Lumberman, de­ 
scribing the work of this company , 
has a picture of a “ train” on the 
road, which consists of an ordinary 
locomotive, such as are common on 
^®88^ug roads, and a string of logs, 
each log being as large in diameter 
as the boiler of the engine, or 
larger. 
Boards are nailed to the sleepers 
between the rails and on these the 
logs slide. 
Ex cept on descending 
grades, the boards are greased, and 
the train moves at good speed. 
Where the road is level or slightly 
ascending the engine pulls the logs, 
and where it is descending it holds 
them back. 
At the mills of this 
company the manufactured lumber, 
regardless of size, is run into a 
flume, and this is carried about two 
miles to the planing mill and ship- 
ping y ard, the flume descending in 
that distance about 1,200 feet.
